as the Rev, C. W. Mo o re o f this city was 
after them—who nettled an instittJtio nal 
church. He to iled alo ng that waj' fo r five 
years o n an immense scale, do tng wo rk 
that wo uld fright the hearts o f mo st min­ 
isters and then the reward came. 
The bo ard o f ho me missio ns o f the Pres­ 


byterian church became interested. 
Mr. 
Stelzle was summo ned to New Yo rk to tell 
the bo ard abo ut his wo rk. He wa.s invited 
to try it o n New Yo rk fo r six mo nths and 
riiey liked it so well that they asked him 
to staj', and he did.

He is, first o f all, « uperintendent o f the 
Presbyterian department o f church and 
labo r and writes reams o f stuff almut its 
aims, to say no thing o f attending to an 
eno rmo us co rrespo ndence. 
He writes an edito rial every week that 
is' sent to 10 millio n readers o f 350 trade 
unio n publicatio ns in every part o f the 
wo rld. 
He attends meetings o f the Internatio nal 
Asso ciatio n o f Machinists, o f which he is 
a member. 


CONDUCTS CORIIESPONDKNCE SCHOOI., TOO. 
He co nducts a scho o l o f co rrespo ndmce 
to teach ministers 
o f 
the Presb>*terian 
church to hew clo ser to the gro und, clo ser 
to the men and in. to uch generally with 
industrial qiiestlo ns. 
He preaches every Sunday hi so me city 
to wo rkingmen’s mass meetines and, as he 
says it, “Here’s the jo b:” To interpret 
the church to wo rkingmen, to interpret 
wo rkingmen to the church, to interpret em­ 
plo yer Jihd emplo yee to each o ther, thro ugh 
educatio n, inspiratio n, mediatio n, evan­ 
gelism and Twentieth century metho ds o f 
applied Christianity. 
He attends no o nday » ho p meetings in 
the cities he visits. 
In six ty days, in 
six cities, he go t the help o f 500 preach­ 
ers, went into 400 sho ps, co nducted 1,000 
meeting's and spo ke to 200,(XX) men.

o f Churches and Christian Organizatio ns 
o i New Yo rk. 
When no t « ther%vise en­ 
gaged he amuses himself by searching o ut 
so me new questio n o r pro blem o f 
his 
wo rk and do esn't rest until he so lves it. 
B u t HE IS FOND OF WOSK. 
He is o ne o f the busiest men that ever 
came to Kansas City, but he appears to 
like wo rk. 
It is no disre.^pect to Mr, 
Stelzle to say that he do esn’t have any o f 
the familiar characteristics o f a minister.

"ih e gentleman fro m Tennessee, and 
perhaps o ther members, in their anx iety 
fo r o rder po ssibly make diso rder," he sai<l. 
“And the chair adds to it by a lo t o f his 
unnecessary levity,” remarked Mr, Gaines. 
“ Ihe gentleman will be seated until he 
is reco gnized,” co mmanded the Speaker. 
Mr. Gaines insisted that he made his 
po mt in all sincerity, biit the Speaker's

Giffo rd Pincho t, L'riited States fo rester, 
says in a little pamphlet sent fro m W'ash- 
ingto n a few days ago , that a timber 
famine is easily a po ssibilitiy in this 
co untry in the present generatio n. 
This, 
o f co urse, unless the strictest 
fo restry 
rules are applied to timber no w standing 
matured o r gro wing. 
,\ timber famine, Mr. Pincho t says, w'ill 
affect every man, wo man and child in the 
co untry. The gro wth o f the fo rests, it is 
sho wn, is o nly o ne-third the annual cut, 
while there is in sto re eno ugh timber fo r 
o nly twenty o r thirty years at the pres- 
eiit ijiis o f co nsumptio n. As tpuch tim­ 
ber is destro j’ed by fire as is cut and used. 
One <>i the arguments mo st frequently 
used by men o ppo sed to fo restry rules 
i-i the assertio n that whqi the timber iu 
No rth American shall be ex hausted the 
dealers will go to o ther co untries fo r a 
supply. 
Mr, i^incho t says o f this 
“Canada can no t supply us, fo r she will 
need her timber herself. 
Siberia can no t 
supply us. fo r the timber is to o far fro m 
water transpo rtatio n. 
So uth America can 
no t supply us, because the timbers o f the 
vast co ntinent are o f a different charac­ 
ter fro m tho se we use and ill adapted to 
o ur need. 
We must suffer because we 
have carelessly wasted the fo rest, this 
f 
reat fundamental co nditio n o f success, 
t is impo ssible to repair the damage in 
time to escape much suffering, altho ugh 
no t to o late to wo rk hard to reduce it 
as much as we can.” 
Fo restry was o ne o f the chief to pics 
o f discussio n « in the go verno rs’ co nfer­ 
ence in Washingto n last week.

aged—a kind o f equine ho use o f refug« 
whe,re the wo rn o ut animals might have 
tlie finest blue gras* 
to eat, babbling 
bro o ks to drink fro m and a » o ft bedded 
stall to die in. 
As a matter o f pro se if the ho rse co uld 
think what a dismal o ld age he has to 
lo o k fo rward to his life wo uld all be 
misery. 
He travels the ro ad o f seven 
ages fro m race ho rse, perhaps, pampered 
and petted, to the ragman’s wago n and a 
club to lo o sen his stiffened jo ints. 
And 
then—the dessicating wo rks, so ap, glue 
and fertilizer. 
“It isn't at all pleasant ta think o f,” 
.«»aid E. R. Weeks, president o f the Hu­ 
mane so o iety, yesterday, “but at that we 
treat o ur ho rses with mo re respect than 
do o ur English co usins. 
In Lo ndo n, fo r 
ex ample, at night unprirKipled cab o wners 
o ccasio nally hitch ho rses that are unfit fo r 
service to cabs. When these are detected 
the animals are taken to the green yard, 
and in the mo rning are bro ught to the 
do o r o f the guildhall fwlice co urt. 
A 
magistrate co mes to the do o r o f the co urt, 
inspects the animals and decides whether 
o r no t they shall be co ndemned. 
Co n­ 
demned animals usually fiix i their way to 
the sausage facto ries o f the Netherlands 
and Belgium. 
There is a regular trade 
in o ld and w'o rn o ut ho rses go ing o n be­ 
tween Engl.iml and these two co untries. 
"The end o f the ho rses is to be made 
into sausages and a delicacy kno w’n as 
filet d 'A n vers. A fter they ^re disembarked, 
the ho rses 
are

streets to the slaughter ho uses.

in trucks. 
So metimes they break do wn 
o n the way and have to wait until a truck 
is bro ught up.

Besides it pay s the city a percentage of its gross 
income, ranging from 8 to 2 0 per cent, according to 
the amount of the gross receipts. 
This is paid in 
addition to tax es. 


In Kansas City the company charges a straight 
Hv e-cent fare and pay s 8 per cent of its income to the 
city , from which tax es must be taken. 


An effectiv e Utilities commission— such a com­ 
mission as iMay or Beardsley would appoint— would 
learn whether Kansas City shouldn’t get as good a 
bargain as Toronto.

above

to. 
Long voted “ n o;” 
W all street’s excuse was that it was “ un­ 
constitutional." T w o pages later, on Sena­ 
tor Culbertson’s amendment to prevent 
the railroads asking injunctions on ex 
parte hearings, without g iving the com ­ 
m ission a chance, W all street desired to 
give no one but the railroads a hearing 
in injunction cases, and so Long voted 
no, with W all street: and two pages later 
Ivong voted against th e Bacon amendment 
which provided that injunctions should 
not be granted against the interstate com­ 
merce com mission, unless tw o judges— 
one a circuit judge-^should be present. 
W all street was losing its grip on the 
circuit judg es and Long voted with W all 
street against protecting the people. 
On page 6685. Long voted against the 
proposition to allow the interstate com ­ 
merce commission o f its own motion to 
correct unfair rates. 
W all street desired 
to make it as hard as possible to correct 
injustice, 
and 
Long 
voted 
with 
W all 
street. 
On page 6695-6, Senator Long s 
vote is recorded against g iving the com­ 
m ission power, except where it violates 
the Constitution or exceeds the authority 
given it by congress. 
These were not the 
famous “ La Follette amendments.” 
Th<f>' 
were propositions offered by lawy ers as 
good as Long, and supported sincerely by 
honest men who desired to correct abuses. 
But W all street was against them, and 
Long voted as he was expected to vote, 
w'hen he was elected by W all street. _ 
So on page 6774 Long voted ap m st 
prohibiting judg es who pass upon railroad 
questions from owning railroad stock in 
roads they pass upon. 
And when Senator 
M cl^urin desired to limit the scope even 
of that proposition. Long again voted the 
Wall street idea. 
H e also voted against 
a law providing that when railroads ip- 
troduced evidence in court that they did 
not introduce before the com mission, the 
commission should be g iven a chance to 
pass itj^on the new'^'vidence.

vantage, the "dead” aiile df chain driven 
cars being strohger and keeping it» align­ 
ment better. 
“ Cold-rolled pressed 
steel 
frames of 
double-lipped construction are now almost 
universal; wooden and wood-gored frames 
have almost disappeared. 
Drop frames 
have become quite popular. 
Most of them 
are bent up and straight back just over 
the rear axle, and some ov« r the front 
axle, too. 
Drop frames lower the ccnicr 
of gravity with regard to the chassis, and 
permit of the use of higher wheels, better 
to absorb road shocks-r-thirty-fonr inch 
wheels appear to be the most popular size. 
Springs arc being made longer and wider. 
Axles are now set farther apart than 
ever, the general tendency being to length­ 
en wheel banes, in order that the engine 
and body of the car shall be slung between 
them—the ideal condition.

(Cork in<4erts are also much used in both 
cone and disc clutches.) 
"In the way of accessories, detachable 
rims are perhaps the most noteworthy im­ 
provem ent; by their use an immense sav­ 
ing of time in tire repairs is accomplished. 
Speedcxmeters have been perfected to with­ 
in one-tenth of one per cent of absolute 
accuracf. 
Tanks for carrying compressed 
acetylene are rapidly replacing the old- 
fashioned generators. 
The use of shock 
absorbers is becoming more « n eral. S flf- 
starting devices are used to some extent, 
but there is evidently room for much im­ 
provement in their design. 
Steel-studded 
anti-skid tires accomplish their obiect but 
twe one-eighth more power than regular 
tire» .

This also tends to keep the parts cool and 
prevent the piston sticking.

say it is never caused by the bite of a 
d og ; it is simply a hysterical nervous d is­ 
u s e , caused by an 
unfounded 
dread. 
That’* the opinion of men who ought to 
know. 
‘‘But even if hydrophobia i* caused by 
the bite of dogs, there are a whole lot of 
dogs that are killed each year that arc no 
rnore mad than 1 am. 
There are a m il­ 
lion chances to one that a dog, supposed 
to be mad, is not mad at all. 
Then, too, 
should a person be bitten by a dog that 
really is mad the danger is very slight in­ 
deed. A ll that is needed after being bitten 
is a few vapor baths and the perspiration 
will drive out all the poison that might 
have been introduced by the bite of the 


fhen Gibbens proceeded 
to 
"knock” 
some popular beliefs about mad dog*. 
"Now, for instance,” he said, 
a mad 
dog won't ^o into spasms at the sight o f 
water, as xs generally believed. 
H e is 
more liable to plunge his head into it as 
deeply as possible, even if he cannot sw al­ 
low. 
Another thing, a mad dog never 
runs around in agitation. 
H e seeks a se­ 
cluded spot and often iog s along in a 
straight line until turnea by some object 
in his path. 
If he is approached by a 
dog or man, he will show no excitement. 
H e will simply .snap at the intruder and 
jog along at the same pace. 
f a dog barks, yelps, whines or g rowls, 
he is simply sick—not mad. 
A mad dog 
doesn't froth at the mouth. 
The surest 
sign of madness in a dog is a thick mu­ 
cous which the dog tries to tear away 
from his mouth with his paws, or wash 
aw’ay with water. 
VVhat is the cause of the action of 
m ost of the supposed mad dog s? ”

bens was asked. 
The lack o f water-—that is all. 
Lack 
o f w'ater often throws a dog into spasms 
and causes it to froth at the mouth, but 
the dog isn't mad-—he’s thirsty.”

It is my observation that tlie majority ! 
of the men who are opposin g tht cen t mis­ 
sion form of govern men t are d oiirj; 
becau se at some time or other they have 
been ben eficiaries of the old political sy.s 
tem an d u su ally at the expen se of the pco 
pie. An - voter who will stop lon g en ou .<?h 
lo d o . little figu rin g for himself can ­ 
n ot help bu t ad mit in the en d that ou r 
system is very bad . It matters n ot who

Dr. E. H. Skinner had just 
stepped out of his canoe at 
tlie Paddle and Camp club 
on the Bhie river when he was asked to 
“teU one." 
“My greatest fishing stunt was on the 
Spring river a few years ago/’ he said. 
“I was out for b lack b ass and had had 
• fair run of hick, b ut had landed noth­ 
ing out of the ordinary until the day I 
came away, 
1 was out in the middle of 
the stream that morning casting in a 
shady pool under an overhanging b owlder 
when 1 had my real cxperiencc. 1 wasn’t 
ten minutes getting a 
rise 
out 
of 
a 
three-pound b lack b e.iuty and .started to 
play him. 
He was game, all right, b ut I 
handled him carefully and in five minutes 
I had him on a short line and was ready 
to land him. 
But just as I started to 
swing him into the b ank he made a leap, 
my pole flew up and tangled the line in 
a tree and there the fish hung in the air, 
« b out a foot out of the water, his sides 
glistening in the sunlight.

“The b iggest fish that ever were caught 
in any old place were the ones that got 
away—except one,” said Francis D. Ross, 
the county recorder. 
“That was the one 
that three of us snagged on a trot hne In 
the upper Missouri river when 1 was a 
younger man than I am now. 
It was a 
catfislv and the only way we could carry 
it b ack to the farmhouse was b y tying a 
rope through its gills and dragging it b e­ 
hind the wagon. I couldn’t say how much 
it weighed, b ecause there were no wagon 
scales in that part of the country. But we 
cleaned it and sliced it and filled the ice 
b oxes of all the neighb ors, and after a 
week of roast fish, fried fish, b oiled fish 
and so forth we got so tired of it that 
we threw the rest away.” 


“There's one real fisherman in Kansas 
City that I know .of.’’ said Frank W. Tut­ 
tle, the architect. “That man is ‘Jack* Wad* 
dell.” 
•Mr. Tuttle and J. A. L. Waddell are 
b oth sportsmen and close friends. 
They 
hunt and fish together often 
“Just to show you how Jack handles 
fish, I’ll tell you what happened one day 
a couple of years ago when w'e were fish­ 
ing in .Manitowish 
river 
in 
Northern 
Michigan One of the guid<*s had taken us 
to a small lake that he said was seldom 
fished. 
P.cfore we had trailed more than 
three or four 
minutes 
W^addell got a 
‘sirikc’ near one edge of the lake. The 
water was shallow 
and 
w’hen the fish 
stnick it churned the water and flopped 
until we could see it was a b ig mu.skel- 
longe. Ab out fifteen inches of his tail was 
visifile. That was the last we saw of that 
fish for thirty miriutes, although Jack kept 
him it the end of the line and drifted 
down the lake in tmcertain curves for two 
miles b efore he fmally got him to the 
surface, 
“Although that proved to b e the largest 
fresh water fish Jack had ever caught, he 
was sportsman enough to in.sist on my 
gaffing it, 
I failed the first time, much 
to the guide’s disgust, b ut after another

He 
was reared among the Berkshire hills in 
Berkshire 
county, 
Massachusetts. 
The 
streams in those hills always have b een 
famed for their b rook trom. 
“I was b ack among the old haunts last 
summer,” 
said 
the

b rother in Nevr York went with me and 
the old memories made me a b « jy again. 
As kids, my b rother and I used to catch 
trout and sell them to fishing parties who 
came out from New York. They had 
something to show for their outing and 
we had something to show for our fun.

The fight Iwitween the hemp growers of 
Yucatan and the International Harvester 
company, which is the principal manufac­ 
turer of b inder twine in the United States, 
shows no signs of b eing settled soon. 
It 
is asserted b y the hemp growers that the 
harvester company is seeking to dictate 
the prices that shall b e paid for their 
fib er and will not acccde to their demands 
for a contract to take the product for a 
period of one year at certain prices to b e 
fixed b y the Camara Agriccla of Yucatan, 
to which organization most of the hemp 
growers b elong. The growers are asking 
nine to ten cents per pound for the fib er 
and the International Harvester company 
refuses to pay this price. 
As a result of 
this refusal the growers have entered into 
a compact not to sell any of their fib er to 
the compnny. This was equivalent to 
withholding the product from the market, 
as only « mall quantities are « old else­ 
where. 
This compact was made effective 
several months ago and since that time 
the growers have b een storing practically 
all of their fib er. 
' 
The International Harvester companj 
has had representatives at Merida and 
other places in Yucatan for several weeks 
trying to prevail upon the growers to ac­ 
cept their terms, b ut up to this time thej 
have remained firm in their decision. 
It 
is asserted b y the company that it has 
enough b inder twine manufactured to take 
care of thi,? year’s wheat crop in the 
United States and Europe and that if the 
Yucatan growers persist in holding out 
for higher prices the fib er for future man­ 
ufacture will b e ob tained from the Philip­ 
pines and other foreign countries. 
The 
Yucatan growers declare that it will b e 
impossib le for the company to ob tain its 
fib er supply anywhere b ut in Mexico, and 
that if they hold out long enough they 
will b e paid the increased prices. 
The 
pow ers are considering a plan for erect­ 
ing a large independent cordage and twine 
manufacturing plant with the view of en­ 
tering the field in opposition to the Inter­ 
national Harvester company. 
This plant 
will b e located in the United States. There 
are three locations now b eing considered. 
T hey are Chicago, Kansas City and St. 
Louis. 
The b anks of Mexico are supporting the 
henequen or hemp growers in their fight 
against the harvester company. The Na­ 
tional Bank of Mexico recently loaned the 
hemp growers 2 million dollars on their 
product in order to tide thjm over the 
period of stagnation. 
The hemp yield in 
Yucatan this year will l>e ab out 10 per 
cent greater than last. 
The hemp growers of Yucatan are said 
to b e the wealthiest class of farmer» in 
the world. The city of Merida has many 
millionaires, all of w’hom have made their 
fortunes out of hemp during the last ten 
or fifteen years. The wealthy hemp grow­ 
ers have made Merida one of the most 
b eautiful and sanitary cities in Mexico 
and one of the mo-st attractive places of 
its size in the world. 
A few years ago 
these rich farmers contrib uted 10 million 
dollars to b e applied in making street im­ 
provements, 
b uilding 
schools, 
hospitals 
and other pub lic b uildings in Merida.

Despite her splendid record » s a 
wealth producer for the state she has 
never claimed to b e ab le to lay more than 
one egg a day, while her sister in Maine 
lays two. 
Science has undertaken to as­ 
sist nature in Maine, and has forever 
exploded the popular theory that it is 
impossib le for a hen to lay more than one 
egg a day, b y producing hens that have 
accomplished the feat of laying two eggs 
t day for five day« in succescion. 
Prof. Gowell of the Maine experiment 
station has b een carrying on a series of 
experiments for the purpose of extending 
the annual laying period of hens and in 
the course of these experiments has come 
upon some interesting discoveries. 
Starting with the fact that there is no 
known b iological reason why the maxi­ 
mum rate of laying should b e one egg 
per day, or why the numb er of eggs per 
year should b e limited to a few b roods, 
he assumed that the limit in either case 
would depend upon the ab ility of the in­ 
dividual to assimilate and transform the 
matrrial taken as food into the materials 
from which eggs are formed. 
He there­ 
fore kept a daily record of the individual 
hens b y means « f trap nests. 
In this 
way he proved that hens will sometimes 
lay more than one egg a day. 
Feb ruary. 
1906, 
a 
pullet 
(White Wyandotte) 
that had recently 
b egun laying, apparently laid two eggs 
a day. 
Prof. 
Gowell 
was 
amazed, 
and althotjghnit seemed a clear case he 
took every means of proving the fact b e­ 
fore he recorded this discovery. 
By 
means of additional marks which dis­ 
tinguished the extraordinary pullet from 
all the other hens in the yard he proved 
that during the following March and 
April she actually laid two eggs a day at 
frequent intervals, finally estab lishing the 
record which she has since equaled b ut 
which no other hen has ever b roken, of 
ten eggs in five consecutive days. A care­ 
ful _ record of her work duf'ing the re­ 
mainder of the year was kept b ut she 
never laid more than one egg a day after­ 
wards tti 1906. 
In April 1907 the same 
hen duplicated her record of the previous 
year, and in March of the present year 
several other hens in the same yard laid 
two eggs a day for a few days. 
In all 
of these cases the hens were perfectly 
normal, and the dtductirn, therefore, is 
that the numb er oi eggs a hen can lay 
in a day depends entirely upon the health 
of the hen and the kind of food she 
takes.

beautiful p resent for the recently commis­ 
sioned armored cruiser bearing the name 
of this state. 
.\nd additional cause for 
satisfaction is gained from the fact that 
ev ery bit of the material used in the man­ 
ufacture of the serv ice is a p roduct of the 
state after which the cruiser is named. 
The serv ice to be p resented to the Cali­ 
fornia is comp osed of an onyx p unch 
bowl, tw'enty-four onyx goblets, a gold 
ladle and an onyx lamp , the whole rest­ 
ing on a beautiful onyx tray. 
The onyx 
is all highly p olished and is bound with 
bands of nativ e gold. 
The p unch bowl has been manufactured 
from one immense block of handsomely 
colored onyx and weighs 115 p ounds. The 
height of the bowl is fifteen inches and 
its dep th is nine inches, hav ing a cap ac­ 
ity of about eight gallons. 
It will measure 
about twenty inches across the to" with a 
circumference of fifty-four inches. 
The 
circumference of the base is thirty-six 
inches and about the middle sixty-three 
inches. 
A heav y gold band, one inch in width 
encircles the middle 0 1 the bowl and up on 
it i.H inscribed the following: 
“ Presented May 7, 19(tfi, by Friends of 
the U. S. S. California " 
Between the beginning and ending of 
this inscrip tion there is the state seal 
and jnst p receding the "U. S. S. ” is an­ 
other st?te seal. 
The two seals stand one and three-qtiar- 
ters inches hip h and are one and one-half 
inches wide. They are made of rose gold 
The band up on which is the inscrip tion | 
is satin finished and the letters are p ol-' 
ished ap p lied and raised. 
The tray up on which stands the bowl 
and goblets is also of onyx, one and one- 
half inches in thickness and twenty-four 
inches square, with onyx feet. 
The goblets are each three and three- 
quarters inches high, with a circumference 
.It the top of the l» wl of ten and one-half 
inches. 
The dep th of the bowl is one and 
three-quarers inches, standing up on a base 
eight and three-quarters inches in circum­ 
ference.

.■\.round the middle of the bow! of each 
of the goblets is a satin finish gold band 
three eighths of an inch wide, bearing the 
inscrip tion is heav y gold ap p lied raised 
letters, "U. S. S. California” and the state 
seal in rose gold. The letter« are one-quar­ 
ter n { an inch high and the seal sev en- 
eighths of an inch square. 
W ith the bowl goes a gold ladle eighteen 
inches in length. The 1k»w1 of the ladle, 
which is of fourteen karat gold, is four 
inches wide and fiv e inches long, the han- 
die is ornamented with the state seal and 
a rear admiral’s flaj?. consisting of a blue 
field with two white bars.

It was in the Fiftieth Co neress, which 
was elected in 18H6, that filibu stering tac­ 
tics reached their climax.

in the Fifty-first Co ngress came the reign 
o f “Czar” Reed and the ado ptio n o f the fa­ 
mo u s Reed ru les. 
The Repu blican mem­ 
bers o f the co mmittee o n ru les in that 
Co ngress were Tho mas B. Reed o f Maine, 
William McKinley o f Ohio and Jo senh G. 
Canno n o f Illino is. 
Speaker Reed to o k 
the co mmo n sense yet revo lu tio nary po si­ 
tio n that all that was co nstitu tio nally re­ 
qu ired fo r a qu o ru m was physical attend­ 
ance. 
He held that if a su fficient nu m­ 
ber o f members were present, there was 
a qu o ru m, whether o r no t they individu ­ 
ally vo ted o r refrained fro m vo ting. 
In 
this way Reed met the situ atio n 
and 
fo rced the mino rity to permit the Ho u se to 
carry o n its bu sines*. 
Yet there was a 
bitter fight and it is recalled that du ring 
the fight a Demo crat po inted to the paint­ 
ings o f the siege o f Yo rkto wn hanging in 
the Ho u se o f Representatives, and gravely 
charged Speaker Reed with co u nting the 
Hessians in the backgro u nd o f the pictu re 
in o rder to secu re a qu o ru m.

one-time residence of the Empress EHza- 
beth, and made the total number just one 
*hort of a hundred, the German people 
and especially the Prussians who foot the 


chapel of the famous castle Frederick III, 
elcctor of Brandenburg, crowned himself 
as Frederick I, k ing of Prussia, in 1701. 
One hundred and fifty years later, W il- 
Ibm , who was afterw ard to be the first 
German emperor, put upon his head the 
same crown in the same chapel. 
Perhaps the most widely k nown royal 
residence outside of Berlin is Wilhelms- 
hohe, near Cassel, the famous summer 
resort of Jerome Bonaparte, while he was 
k ing of W estphalia. 
The "V ersaillei of 
Germany,” as it has been called, was be­ 
gun by Frederick II, and finished by his 
successor, William, and it is said that 
2,000 work men were employed for four­ 
teen years in its construction.

A collateral issue is the 
English system of medical charges which 
a great many people think is responsible 
for much of the abuse of hospital charity. 
The extent of the abuse may b« gath­ 
ered from a statement made at the na­ 
tional conference in

by 
Dr. 
George Heron of the City of London hos­ 
pital, who said that he k new of several 
persons in receipt of incomes of $4,000 a 
year and over, who habitually used the 
out-patient departments of the free hos­ 
pitals when anything was the matter with 
them. 
Some of these people, he said, had 
studied the m atter so closely that they 
k new the days on which famoiw special­ 
ists were to be found at the various hos­ 
pitals, and on these days it w'a* their cus­ 
tom to put on their oldest clothes and at­ 
tend the hospitals, where they secured 
for nothing advice and treatm ent w4iich 
would have cost them $50 a visit at the 
Dr.

Many of them, formerly 
built as strongholds, perched upon peak s, 
or sq uatted in the middle of marshes in 
order to mak e them impregnable against 
attack , have given way to ambitious tnod 
ern palaces. 
But the word “Schloss” is 
liow applied to any house of considerable 
size which a nobleman owns and occu­ 
pies. 
The upk eep of the k aiser's 
numerous 
castles has given the German people many 
heart burnings 
But as the bills are not 
voted on they ha^e no chance of mak ing 
n real prot<» t and stand in too nuich fear 
of their head.strong ruler to do so if they 
had the right. 
Many uninteresting oM 
placfjs have been restored 
at 
enormous 
cost, as the result of imperial wSim, while 
building* of vast 
historical 
importance, 
•uch as, for instance, Kö nigs W usterhau­ 
sen, are allowed to go to rack and ruin. 
The only possible reason for this appears 
to be that the old places that are now

But all of the k aiser’s other landed pos­ 
sessions, be they proud castles, preten­ 
tious modern palaces or extensive villas, 
sink into insignificance, historically, when 
compared with one small, almost shabby 
cottage situated at half an hour’s dis­ 
tance by rail from Berlin. 
This place is 
called Konigs-W usterhausen and was oncc 
a famous hunting ground, situated in the 
heart as it is of a v e ry large forest. 
To 
this day it freq uently is scoured by royal 
sportsmen. 
The '’castle” is a plain, solid 
buildinff resembling in appearance a re­ 
spectable farmhouse of the second class. 
Konigs-W usterhauscn was the favorite 
summer resort of Frederick William I, the 
second k ing of Prussia, one of the most 
remark able monarchs that ever sat on a 
throne, and the father of Frederick the 
Great. Here he spent a few months every 
year an<f here he gave full, unrestrained 
vent to the cruel, savage, brutal aspects 
of his nature, rendering the lives of his 
q ueen and his children a very hell upon 
earth. 
Here at 5 o’clock every afternoon 
of hi* stay, was convened the “Tobacco 
parliament,” that q ueer assembly which is 
as famous in the pages of hi.story as the 
same ruler's giant guard at Potsrlam. The 
sessions were held in a large room in 
the castle which to this day has been re-

The rich, of course, can have all that they 
req uire in their own homes, but for the 
people of moderate means who req uire 
prolonged nursing, or serious surgical 
treatment, tliere is absolutely nothing in 
L ondoa 
They cannot enter the hospitals 
without the taint of pauperism, because 
there is no such thing aa a pay ward con­ 
nected with the Ijondon hospitals, with 
one exception, and the accommodation 
there is so limited that it may be disre­ 
garded. 
The “nursing homes,” which are 
usually conducted by doctors or nurses, 
are too expensive, the average charge for 
board and nursing being about ^ 0 a 
week , and the surgeon’s fee must be paid 
in addition to that. 
Surgeons* fees in 
England are high, ranging from about 
$250 to $5,000 for a serious operation, 
actording to the means of the patients. 
VV'hat is there then for the man of mod­ 
erate means to do but to pretend to be 
poor and to tak e advantage of the splen­ 
did facilities offered by the free hos­ 
pitals ? 
The English system of medical charges 
also is to some extent responsible;^ 
On 
the whole it is a more expensive thing to 
be ill in England than in America. There 
is no system of fixed fees. 
The doctor 
charges wiiat he think s his patient can af­ 
ford to pay and he usually judges of the 
patient’s ability to pay by the size of the 
house in which he lives. 
Thus a poor 
man with a large family who must have a 
^*i'gc house will have to pay twice as 
large a medical fee as the man who has 
much more money but a smaller family 
and who, therefore, occupies a smaller 
house. 
It is this system undoubtedly 
which drives many persons to the out-pa­ 
tient departments of the free hospitals. 
So far no effort has been made to solve 
the problem of the in-patient who can af- 
ford to pay something and wlio u.« » ually is 
to pay. hy providing wards in 
which he can pay. 
But the London hos- 
^ tal, which, by the way, is the largest 
hospital in the world, has tried to grapple 
with the 
problem 
of 
the 
out-patient. 
-\bout a year and a half ago it instituted 
the system of demanding from all out­ 
patient who could pay the cost of the 
medicines and bandages supplied to them. 
Already 
the 
income 
from

amounted to $10,000 a year, although the 
charge is a very small one.

One hundred of the largest and most 
tender herring is the anmiity offered to all 
the widows residing within the confines of 
the town of Pembrok e. 
It is a time-honored 
custom, and its 
origin is beyond recall of the oldest inhabi- 
tant’.s memory. But the custom is faithful­ 
ly obeyed and at the end of this year's run 
over fifty women claimed the share al­ 
lotted to widows. 
Every resident of the towns of Pem­ 
brok e and Haiibon is entitled to 200 her­ 
ring during the run, which begins in early 
April and lasts for about four week s and 
all the charges demanded are twenty-five 
ccnts for each hundred. 
The weirs are tcwn property and the law 
providmg that 
J0,tXXI 
herring be tak en 
u 
season's catch and returned to 
the lak e IS rigidly ob-served. But whoever 
of the 1,850 residents of the two towns may 
fmd himself deprived of his share, the 
widows are certain of obtaining theirs 
John Le Farge is in charge of the fish­ 
ing and he sees to it that every household­ 
er gets all -the herring he is entitled to al­ 
ways with an eye to it that no widow Is 
overlook ed on the extra 100 
All names arc wirtten on .« lip« of paper, 
which are placed in a Ih)x and the order of 
precedence is determined by the order in 
which these names are drawn out. 
Lively Rccnes are enacted as the resi­ 
dents rush to the brook where the fish­ 
ing is done.

Farge sees to it that everything is carried 
out according to the regulations. 
The brook bear» the name of Bark er 
stream after a family which settled there 
in the early part of the Seventeenth c e n ^ 
tury, within a stone'» throw from th< ^ 
weirs.

O lilO n fA t. DPTMOCIIACY Hf AMKRfCA. 


A curiou* mental p rocess of those who 
would hoid all acts and forms of gov ern­ 
ment to the Constitution of 1789 is that 
which leads them to go back for their 
modeli i« 5t that far and no farther. Now, 
if an Institution i« “American” only be­ 
cause it is 125 year# old, and if ev ery­ 
thing new i* "un-.American,” why dis­ 
criminate against certain American insti­ 
tution» which are much older than the 
Constitution and which were at least as 
truly “American’* as some of those forms 
which were borrowed “holus bolus” from 
iome foreign country? 
It is the fashion of those who op p ose 
the movement for an extetwion of p op ttlsr 
control of rep resentativ es to declaim that 
this is an “un-American consp iracy against 
rep resentativ e gov ernment.” 
In the first p lace, to give the p eop le the 
right to control rep resentativ es by the 
recall, or to lodge with the p eop le the 
authority to initiate needed reforms and 
to p ass ultimate judgment up on franchise 
grants and other legislative acts is to do 
nothing else than to strengthen rep resent­ 
ative government. Whatev er comp els rep ­ 
resentativ es to l>e more truly rep resenta­ 
tive of p ublic op inion is certainly not dc- 
uructiv e of the rep resentativ e system. 
But, even historically viewed, the p osi­ 
tion is untenable that either more democ­ 
racy or more centralized authority, safft- 
guarded by direct resp onsibility to the p eo­ 
p le, is un-American. In p erfect accord with 
the sp irit of the recall, the referendum, the 
initiative, the p op ular selection of United 
States Senators, etc., is a clause in the 
constitution of Massachusetts adop ted be­ 
fore the Federal convention assembled. 
Th« clause, drafted by John Adams—cer­ 
tainly an American—stands to the p resent 
day: 
The people h**« « rli? ht, in an orderly *nd 
p« « ceab!« mATiner, to atnemble to conault upon 
the cotnmon good, rtiT« in« tructions to their rep­ 
resentativ e» . « nd to re<j« est of the lesuUtiv e 


trade ihe p ersonal *« rvîce o« which fend- 
alism was based became of minor imp or­ 
tance. 
Money was p aid instead, and the 
lord began to lose his p ersonal hold on his 
vassals and so his p olitical influence. The 
inv ention of gunp owder help ed along the 
democratic movement, for it imï» aired the 
value of the castle and 
of the knight 
Meanwhile the growing commerce was in­ 
sisting on order and on uniform laws, 
which feudalism could 
not 
sup p ly, but 
which cotild be obtained from a national 
gov ernment. 
So the temp orary system 
was outgrown and sup p lanted by a new 
one better adap ted to the needs of the 
time. 
In the whole matter thire is at least 
this assurance for the p resent age, that 
when any p olitical system loses itg adap ta­ 
tion to the needs of the time it succumbs 
and is rep laced by something better. The 
chief concern of society is to keep suffi­ 
ciently op en minded to see the changes 
and to maintain sttch elasticity that they 
may come by ev olution rather than by 
revolution.

could have found historical justification 
for his p rop hecy. 
Great "Britain lost the 
American colonies because it was unable 
to reconcile an imp erial organization with 
the sentiment for home rule. By a make­ 
shift the difficulty has been p artly reme­ 
died to-day, but only p artly. Canada has 
its own Parliament 
It is v irtually in­ 
dep endent 
But the p resent arrangement 
throws the burden of imp erial defense 
on the mother country. This continues to 
be a disturbing factor in the emp ire. For 
England is disp osed to resent the unfair­ 
ness of the p lan without being able to 
find a way out that will be satisfactory 
to its dep endencies. 
The American Revolution grew out of 
just such a sittiation. 
In the middle of 
the Eighteenth centary the British em­ 
p ire exp anded in all directions. 
The 
gov ernment was at once confronted with 
new p roblems on a v ast scale. 
It was 
comp elled esp ecially to p rov ide for de­ 
fense for p ossessions as widely scattered 
as India and Canada. Thus the ministry 
was forced to take up the general ques­ 
tion of the imp erial organization. 
It was 
regarded as manifestly unfair that the 
colonies should not p ay their share of the 
cost of maintaining the army and navy. 
Various p rop osals for their doing so 
p rov ed futile. 
It was Imp ossible to get 
them into a union to manage the ques­ 
tion for themselves. 
So the home gov­ 
ernment undertook to levy the necessary 
taxes. 
Now the colonists p rofessed p erfect 
loyalty to England, but when their al­ 
legiance entailed any sacrifices they balked. 
So long as they were let alone they were 
quite willing to be considered Englishmen. 
But they did not consider the p rivilege one 
worth p aying for. 
Ap p roximately the 
same condition seems to obtain in Canada 
to-day. 
The Dominion furnished a few 
v olunteers for the South African war. 
But the home gov ernment could hardly

T U B FAUriVO OP rBV D A X ISM . 
A century ago when the Emp eror Fran- 
ei» declared the Holy Roman emp ire ex­ 
tinct, mo« t p ersons had forgotten its e» - 
istenct. So gradually had faded a mighty 
ideal. 
The announcement the other day 
of th« i» ssing of tlie feudalistic regime 
in two German grand duchies was a some­ 
what analogous ev ent. 
Feudalism as a 
« ystesD was destroyed by the French Revo- 
lu tioa While somg of the old forms and 
sp irit hav e lingered in Europ e the ancient 
order has been made obsolete by the rise 
of an tedustrial » ociety. 
Feudalism is genertlly Msoclated in 
men*« minds with th* op p ression of the 
old regime, with arbitrary lords and tax- 
wrung p easants. 
But the evils of a sys­ 
tem nev er account for it. 
There is al 
way s some adv aauge behind it originally 
which led to its adop tion. 
So the feudal 
cmstle that became the emblem of all that 
was Ttrious in Eighteenth century society 
waa erected centuries earlier as « p lace 
•f reftige. 
When the Roman emp ire fell to p ieces 
because it was not adequate to the needs 
of the age there was danger of a gen­ 
eral brejik'Up of » ociety and a lap se into 
barbarism 
Nationalities had not yet been 
fsubUilied. 
There were no really na­ 
tional gov ernments tn Europ e. 
Every 
where was disorder that threatened the 
existeoce of civilization. In the Germanic 
reorgB&ization of Europ e that followed, 
feudalism was % oseful temp orary device 
ior bolding things together. 
The feudal lord furnished a measure of 
p rotection to his v tstalt. They were not 
tfaeolntely at the mercy of brigands. 
Be­ 
sides, it maintained a sort of theoretical 
gmity which mad« p oiuble the rise of na­ 
tions. The great nobies owed • shadowy 
•lleguince to the king, and so there was a 
common bond of interest ov er districts 
th*t otherwise would hav e been isolated

"v armints” then the bluffs along the 
Missouri riv er in Missouri must have been 
esp ecially created 
for 
such 
crcatures’ 
homes and hiding p laces. 
Notwithstand­ 
ing the steady increase of human p op ula­ 
tion, there are numbers of such v armints 
yet in the fastnesses of the bluffs from 
which they issue by night to p rey up on 
stock in the farms of the op en country 
and be chased by angry farmers. 
Old- 
timers say that wild animals have increas­ 
ed of late years in regions adjacent to 
the riv er bluffs and many and div ers are 
the reasons given for this. Howev er, this 
may be, it is certain that there are p lenty 
of good hiding p laces for them in the 
holes and crannies of the riv er bluffs. 
Few grown men ev er quite get away 
from that boyish instinct which delights 
in anything that can be considered a cave, 
I have nev er quite gotten away from it, 
though long since has p assed away the 
nearly irresistible boy desire to squeeze 
myself into dark holes or ap ertares with­ 
out knowing what may be within, 
I p re­ 
fer these days to sit outside and let my 
imagination dep ict the wonders, the dan­ 
gers and the mysteries within. It is 
just as satisf>’ing and far more comfort­ 
able. 
Among the riv er bluffs below and above 
the old town where I live are many caves, 
grottoes, cav erns and dark holes. 
From 
most of these there issue sp rings and they 
are more or less moist, damp and discom­ 
forting to exp lore. Concerning many are 
old stories of ghosts, bandits, murders, 
treasures, strange fierce bea.sts and grim 
tales of war times. About our town the 
p lace more manifestly of such rep ute is 
known as ‘'Cave Sp ring hollow." 
There 
arc p lenty of stories about it and the cave 
with its sp ring that gives reason for the 
name is attractiv e to adv enturous youth 
and old codgers out for a walk. The notch 
of the cave branch ravine, where it 
breaks through the bluffs to let its brook 
reach the riv er, has long been a steerage 
mark for p ilots on the riv er boats. They 
and all the riv er p eop le know well the 
Cav e Sp ring hollow 
and 
the big rock, 
known as “Windy Bill," that lies near 
the water’s edge a short distance above. 
It is a p leasant walk to Cave Sp ring 
hollow most any day in any season. 
It 
is a walk that is full of those allurements 
w'hich temp t one to loiter. 
You 
can 
journey down by way of a p ath along 
the riv er bank under towering bluffs, up 
the rav ine glen to the cave sp ring and 
them home through up land fields, mea<l- 
ows ami orchards. 
Of a cool afternoon such as we have 
been having here lately I p ut out for 
C av e Sp ring hollow by w'ay of the riv er 
p ath. 
A fav orite walk of mine is this 
way by the riv er, under the bluffs, but 
to-day it is difficult, for the riv er has 
been steadily rising and in p laces the 
greedy water lap s and sp lashes so close 
to the steep cliffs that one must scramble 
and sidle along carefully lest he gets a 
fall and a wetting. 
Down below, near the mouth of the 
ravine I am bound for, I came up on 
“Windy Bill,” the big rock that ev ery 
p iolet knows and keep s his boat well 
out of the riv er from because, submerged 
under the current hard by the shore, are 
sundry brothers and sisters of “Windy 
Bill" that would tear the bottom from 
any boat p assing over. Some one. years 
ago, too far back for any one to remem­ 
ber, chiseled the name “Windy Bill” p lain 
and deep up on the surface of the big 
rock. 
.So it has been "Windy Bill” for 
generations and doubtless 
will 
be 
for 
many more. 
The 
brook of Cave Sp ring hollow 
p ushes a considerable mass of alluvial soil 
to the riv er and the hungrv current has 
sliced it into a p erp endicular bank, the 
edge of which 1 keep away from, as 
every nv er-wise Missourian does 
such 
p laces. 
Nev er go to or near the brink 
of such banks along the Missouri. You 
are fooling with death if you do. 
I am allured for a moment at the riv er­ 
side by the look of the lands across—the 
fields and groves of the Howard county 
bottoms; rich s<>il and highly cultiv ated. 
Ju it ov er there was the first real, p erma­ 
nent settlement of white p eop le, who came 
intending to stay, in all tins country round 
about. 
There somewhere in sight they 
built Coop er’s fort and p lowed, sowed 
and harv ested in the clearings they made 
close by. They took refuge inside the fort 
from sudden raids of marauding Indians. 
.At the fort, built so as to form p art of 


its defenses, was the k>g cabin home of 
Cap tain Sarshall Coop er from Tennessee, 
a Missouri p ioneer. There, on the even­ 
ing of Ap ril 14, 1814, a “dark and stormy 
night,” 
Cap tain Coop er was sitting by 
th<e fire holding his youngest child in his 
arms. 
His other children were p laying 
about the floor and his wife engaged in 
domestic duties. 
A single warrior, as 
daring as he was bloodthirsty, crep t to 
the wall of Coop er’s cabin, which formed 
one side of the fort, and made an op en­ 
ing between the logs barely sufficient to 
admit the muzzle of his rifle which h«

and p robably the lovely Countess Sop hie 
was well p rovided with funds also, Queen 
Victoria interested herself in the p air and 
tried to get the ciar to forgive them, but 
he would not listen. When King Edward 
ascended the throne, he and Queen ,\lex- 
andra took the exiled grand duko and 
Countess Torby (as she was known after 
her marriage) into their intimate circle, 
and owing to their influence, the p resent 
czar not only restored to the grand duke 
his title in the army bnt gave him p romo­ 
tion in rank and resHnded the sentence 
of exile. 
He was not fully p ardoned, ap ­ 
p arently, for he nev er returned to Russia. 
Probably the Countess Torby does not 
wish to go until she can have the rank and 
p osition suitable to her station. 
The Grand Duke 
Michael 
Michaelo- 
vitch, by the way, is not to be confus<>d 
with the much disliked Grand Duke Mi- 
chael Nicholaevirch, who is often credited 
with being the grim p ower behind the 
throne 
in Russia. The new novelist, 
though a royal highneji, p m* on far less 
“side ’ than the av erage rich p riv ate citi­ 
zen, and the Countess Torby,

at an altitude of 5,000 feet above the sea 
level « nd on account of thi« elevation it 
p ossesses a most delightful climate a t all 


seasons of the year. It Is the fashionable 
thing for the wealthy p eop le of the coun­ 
try to sp end a p ortion of each summer 
and whiter up ^n the shore of Lake Cha­ 
p ala. 
Many families of the City of Mex

THE INTELLECTUAL PUP HAS A N EXPERIENCE W ITH WASH DAY. 
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Kw Ywék, May lS.-—Mildred Hol­ 
land and Cecil Spooner are dol­ 
lar size actrcsses for parquet« , 
and sometimes as small sis dimes 
for galleries. As stars they arc 
among those that have shone like silver 
by contrast with the dull lead of the melo­ 
dramas which, aftfT a spell of exciting the 
groandljngs, thri-eed awhile on ridicule, 
but now are suddenly rejected altogether. 
Mildred is emotional and Cecil is jocular, 
but both have been heroines of many plays 
located at royal courts, with brave knights 
and fair ladies for romantic companions. 
They now come to town simultaneously 
with new plays of to-day'» New York life, 
because the 
unexpected obliteration of 
brainless "sensational drama" leaves two 
hundred American theaters uncertain how 
to entertain their audiences next winter. 
Mildred, Cecil and others hope the popu­ 
lace will rise to a liking for a reasonable 
degree of merit in place of worthlessness, 
•nd they are willing to go down to meet 
popularity half way. 
What I mean is that “The Provider” and 
"The Girl and the Detectivi,” tested this 
week, make a concession to people with 
no more than an inch between eyebrows 
and forelocks, yet bid for the favor of 
those with skull-room 
for intelligence. 
The two authors alike keep pistols out of 
sight until the third act. 
If you don’t 
know what that means, then you haven’t 
been aware of the idiocy of cheap stage­ 
craft in the last half decade. 
“The Provider.” That is to say, the 
bread-winner of a family that has to pinch 
cents as though they were dollars. Mil­ 
dred Holland is able to get sympathy for a 
school teacher with a foolish mother, a 
drunken father, a silly sister and a willful 
brother to support ; but Matthew Barry, 
the author, has felt without expressing all 
the pathos due from the overworked and 
under-rated 
“provider.” 
She 
has two 
lovers, though, one a bank clerk good 
enough to wish to take the burden off her, 
and the other a bank president bad 
enough to involve his rival in a false 
charge of defalcation so as to ruin him. 
The story reaches, in the third act, the 
hateful marriage of Mildred to the wealthy 
scoundrel as the price of her true lover's 
immunity tinder the false charge of crime, 
and her discovery that, after 
all, in her 
torturing honcATnoon in Europe, he has 
served a year in prison for (he theft that 
he didn’t commit. A Sardou and a Bern­ 
hardt are needed for the writing and act­ 
ing of that passage. Barry weakens at the 
cracial climax, puts a pistol into action, 
and makes Mildred hold up the play as 
though it were a Western stage coach and 
she a road agent Too had. Still, “The 
Provider” comes tiear to developing real 
value. 
"The Girl and 
the 
Detective,” 
by 
Charles E. Blaney and J. Searle Dawley 
is another and more determined, even 
desperate, endeavor to find out what the 
masses will accept in the stead of the 
despicable 
forms of 
melodrama ; 
for 
Blaney controls theaters and plays 
by 
dozens; Dawley is his salaried •'’•'vwright 
and Cecil Spooner is his foremost actress. 
The girl of the play is a waif newspaper 
vendor turned rej^rter by chance. Little 
Tykie ; the detective is a Pinkerton ex­ 
pert, Haggerty; and she and he fi« ht for 
and against a young journaUst, Tanner, 
accused falsely of robbing and murdering 
lis titled English uncle. 
The play begins in one of those news­ 
paper establishments that don’t exist any­ 
where else than on the stace, with a 
managing editor and a city editor yelling 
reporters and copy readers equally 


in graphic slang a relay of writer# put 
her “story" 
into good 
English, to be 
rushed page by page to the tjrpesetters, 
and the audience sees how a newspaper 
staff “catches tlie press” in a case like 
that 
If you can’t do a new thing on the 
stage then do an old thing In a new 
way. The makers of “The Gir\ and the 
Detective” fully resolved on discarding 
the guff-stuif and flub-dab that have killed 
“sensational melodrama,” yet lacking an 
original device of excitement have ^ n e 
away back to "Blue Jeans” and its buzz 
saw that all but cut the hero dead in two 
sections. In a hundred dramas that trick 
of impending death has been played by 
the bad man on the good man, or girl, 
with various crushing and cutting ma­ 
chines ; every audience knows, of wurse, 
that the fellow worth saving will be 
saved; and people at last took such scenes 
in fun, thus laughing them off the stage 
along with the gunning and other fooli.« ih- 
ness. Thus BUney and Dawley would be 
unwise to throw their hero under a de­ 
scending ton of iron if they couldn’t re­ 
peat the old thing in a new way. 
But 
they can and do. 
The girl-grabber is the owner of iron 
works across the river in Jersey. 
He Is 
one of those amorous devils who, rare in 
real life, but common in stage make-be­ 
lieve, desire to get unwilling wives by 
criminal force. 
So, having murdered a 
husband, he lures a widow to his factory 
with evil design. 
Her brother follows 
her, so that he may, don’t you see? be 
thrown before or under something or 
other that looks sure to kill him horribly. 
Now for the means by which the essen­ 
tially same old buzz saw sort of thing is 
rescued from the wreckage of melodrama, j 
Moving pictures are shown between the | 
third and fourth acts, as the usage is in | 
many half-rate theaters; hut here they | 
are made to serve a dramatic purpose in­ 
geniously. They are a series of views in i 
an actual iron rolling mill, htit placarded | 
as the one to which the young woman is 
j 
on her way and where the villain awaits 
i 
her. Have you ever looked into such an j 
establishmetit by night? 
If so, didn’t it i 
look to you—with its streams of molten j 
metal pouring from the furnaces and its j 
massive ingots trolleying on their way to 
j 
be rolled into grc« t red, sputtering, snaky i 
rails—as though its grimy workmen were 
demons roasting souls in hell fire? These 
pictures are impressively realistic; and the 
last of them merges into a stage setting 
very solidly illusionary, with live molders i 
at work. 
> 


But the episode of the hero’s peril and ■ 
rescue of the heroine, doesn’t follow im­ 
mediately. The exhibition serves to pre- I 
pare the audience, and it gives way for ; 
awhile to the ironmaster’s office, where 
he imprisons the young widow until her 
brother finds ner. 
His flight with her 
leads them to the same molding *room 
that has been shown. Heavy triphammers 
are thudding, melted ore is spluttering,' 
and nothing looks theatric—except that; 
the machinery is not manned just now, ^ 
because the place must have no witnesses | 
to the forthcoming combat. 
The iron-1 
master knocks the widow senseless, and ‘ 
tackles her brother. The antagonists are ;

It is all over when Tykie hauls Tanner 
from under the ton ingot. It is made of 
glass, with the brightest of elcctric light 
inside, and as it swings along on its over­ 
head trolley, dripping liquid fire, it is a 
perfect imitation of iron hardly yet con­ 
gealed from liquid in the furnace. Slow-! 
ly it descend* on the senseless man. The 
people gasp and exclaim with excitement. 
Then Tykie swings in on a rope, pulls 
out the reporter, and it is all over exccpt 
the applause.

He carried on an ex tended 
diplomjitic correspondence on the subject.

I fame, not to hla !iou» e, but to the bouae of 
C'olonel Flood. 
“It i* not tro« ," he anawered, 
"y ou are uptm my premise» , and the first time 
y ou come ag ain I will heat y ou. 
You are now 
warned; hereafter I will not restrain my aetf, 
hut win act.” 
In (peaking thus, he raised hi* 
fiat towarda ma in menace and made a motion 
of a ditpoaition to strike me. 
1 warned bitn 
to beware what he waa doinn, 
Tben be took 
me by^ the collar. 
Afterwarda he aeited me 
with violence by the arm. 
At leng th, diacon- 
certed by my coolneaa. he l« t rtve g o and I con­ 
tinued my courae without pay ing any atlen« 
tion to the Injuries and menace» which he bad 
offered we.

He had to flee 
from Russia in disg uise to escape depor­ 
tation for lese majeste. 
From the advance sheets of the intro­ 
duction of this tabooed book the follow­ 
ing remarkable estimate of the czar is 
translated ; 
“As a man, Nicholas II is disting uished 
neither by ex traordinarily g ood nor ex ­ 
traordinarily bad traits. 
As a husband 
and father, he deserves the g reatest cred­ 
it 
He indulg es in no g reat vices; his 
mode of living is modesty itself. 
“He has a winning smile, and every ­ 
body who meets him g oes into x aptures 
over hi# g ood, frank ey es. 
He is kind 
and 
amiabl« in his 
intercours« with 
friends and servants. 
He has a pleasant 
face, endowed with the semblance of no­ 
bility by his big , melancholy ey es. 
“As to mental developfhent and educa­ 
tion, he has remained on the level of a 
captain of horse. 
He knows no more 
and no less than the averag e g uard ofiB- 
cer of subaltern rank. 
*‘He was instrncted in a g reat variety of 
thing s, but betray ed q ualification for none. 
“Like himself, all of Nicholas’s inti­ 
mates are intellectual lig htweig hts. 
It is 
one of his characteristics to surround him­ 
self with insig nificant people. So long as 
they are of g ood family they are welcome. 
It is an undeniable fact that the Russian 
court of to-day boasts not of a sit^le man 
or woman of hig h intellig ence. 
ÎTicholas 
inherited Witte from his father, but he 
hates and despises him. 
He also fears 
him. 
“The crar is a true son the church. 
He accepts all the dog mas without scruple, 
and the birth of a son made him wholly 
the abject slave of the orthodox hierarchy .

After fooling Nkholas for awhile,

A remarkable craft has just made its 
appearance on the upper Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers. This boat i* amphibious 
in the literal meanitig of that word, be­ 
ing eq ually serviceable on land nr water 
and traveling as a boat or as an auto­ 
mobile. It is so built that it can be used 
as a launch, a houseboat, a freig hter or a 
tug boat on the water, and it also can 
climb otit on the bank and travel over­ 
land, load itself on a flat car iiftd do other 
thing s that no normal boat is ex pected *o 
acfotiiplish. 
Thoug h new to the United States this 
q ueej*' craft has been in use for ten y ears 
or more in Canada and there arc now 
eig hty of the same ty pe being operated in 
the lumber reg ions of the Northwest. The 
ty pe is called "allig ator," l» ecau« e of its 
periiliar crawling nu» lion, its ung ainliness 
and its ability to travel both on land or 
water. The motive power is in the boat it' 
self. 
T h e'‘allig ator’’ is a stcamlwat and a 
steam winch rotnbined. The eng ine drives 
the paddle wheels like an ordinary boat, 
if desired, or when a land journey is nec­ 
essary the power is applied to drive a 
cjtble drum located in the bow of the boat 
which hold« a Jii-inch steel cable used 
in warping the craft upon the bank and 


across the land space which is to b« 
traversed. 
Land travel is provided for 
by two steel runners on the bottom of 
the boat six feet apart, and a block and 
tackle contrivance which is operated by 
means of the cable drum. 
To g uard 
ag ainst tipping the boiler Is of special de­ 
sig n and is suspended on an ax le in the 
center. 
A screw on the front end enables 
the fireman to tip it forward or back* 
ward according to whether the boat is 
g « )ing up or down hill. 
The craft will 
take a g rade of one foot in three without 
difficulty . 
The boat can make l>etween 
one anti two miles a day on land, but 
travels considerably faster on water. 
The hull, which is scow » haped, meas­ 
ures forly five feet in leng th and eleven 
feet beam, and carries a ¿2-horse power 
boiler and a ^-horse power eng ine. The 
deckhtjuse is fitted with sleeping accom- 
modatiotis. 
The boat is desig ned for 
streng th and power rather than g race, .iml 
is said to be the best ty pe of boat ever 
used in the'lumber reg ions of the North­ 
west. 
Several "allig ators” now are being 
built for use in the forests of South 
America, and it is believed they will be 
found very successful as a habitation ami 
means of transportation for ex plorers in 
tile tropical jung lei.

The p resence 
of the insects has been rep orted in con­ 
siderable numl>ers in about a dozen im­ 
p ortant counties in Central Kansas, but 
the chances of serious damage seem to be 
slight 
Portions of Western Kansas that 
had p rev iously receiv ed little moisture got 
good rains last week. On the other hand 
considerable of the wheat area in the 
southwest p art of the state and some in 
the west central p art needs rain. 
A large p art of Nebraska receiv ed one to 
two inches of rain and there is an abund­ 
ance of moisture to last sev eral weeks. 
All the area east of the Missotiri riv er, 
excep t p arts of the Ohio v alley, had good 
rains. 
Scattered rep orts hav e come from 
Ohio, Illinois and Missouri of damage to 
wheat by too much rain and of the p res­ 
ence of rust, but they do not ap p ear to 
be imp ortant.

One of the architects, Tamisu ke Yoko- 
hawa, can speak no English 
He comes 
directly from Tokio and will be in the 
city for abou t a month before going to 
Eu rope to continu e his inv estigation of 
theater bu ilding. H e is the representativ e 
of a company which is to bu ild the new 
tlHeater in Japan and will be the architect 
actu ally in charge of the work. Thou gh he 
is an architect, and neither a stage director 
nor actor, he has been commissioned to 
make a special stu dy of American methods 
of handling scenery and obtaining scenic 
effects. 
Mr, Yokohaw* it accompanied by Yasu o 
Matsu i, another Japanese architect, who 
was gradu ated from 
the 
Univ ersity of 
(California and speaks good English. He 
acts as adv isor and also as interpreter. 
The two Japanese and a friend v isited 
the Knickerbocker theater Satu rday night. 
They watched the performance of George 
M. Cohan in “A Yankee Prince” some 
time from the front and then, du ring the 
intermission between the first and second 
act went behind the scenes and remained 
on the stM e while the scene shifters were 
at work. They closely observ ed ev erything 
that was done, and seemed to be especially 
Impressed with the rapidity of the trans­ 
formation. 
Mr. Matsu i explained that the new thea­ 
ter in Tokio will not be finished for three 
or fou r years, bu t will su rely be com­ 
pleted in time for th« e international expo­

“The theater Is to be called the Tokio 
Artistic and Imperial Theater,” he said.

'H am ­ 
let' and most of the other Shakespearean 
plays hav e already been translated into 
Japanese, and some other classics, su ch as 
tbe works of Goethe, hav e been trans­ 
lated and ev en performed in Japan; bu t 
there has been no stage really equ ipped 
for su ch produ ctions. 
“It is the pu rpose of the Artistic and 
Imperial Theater to offer both the great 
Japanese dramas and some of the famou s 
Eu ropean works, thou gh it is probable 
that the Japanese works will predominate. 
The Japanese are interested in the Ameri­ 
can and Eu ropean dramas, and the man­ 
ner in which they are written. The tru e 
old Japanese plays are, many of them, 
beau tifu l and symbolic and impressiv e, 
bu t qu ite diflferent. The new theater will 
aid in the merging of these two widely 
div ergent forms of dramatic art."
